Convicted on 2-J Connts-JIany Other In- 


[llotraents Pending In Eastern Cities. 
The following article appeared in the 


Pittsburg Frees of May 14: 


"George B. White, who has been, on 


trial in the United S'ates District court 
here fcr nearly a week charged with 
wrecking the Nitional Bjnk of San h 
Penrsylvania, at Hyndman, was this 
morning found gti:ty by the jury, 
which went out last night. A sealed 
verdict was returned. 
White and hi« 


attorneys were in court when the ver- 
dict was read.and he waa hoping for an 
acquittal, bjsing these hopes on tech- 
nicalities in the law. His punishment 
will not be less than five years in the 
penitentiary, under the law governing 
the case. 


"The indictment against White is 


said to have been the most voluminous 
ever returned by a grand jury in either 
state or federal crurts in Pennsylvania. 
There ware 73 counts in the indict- 
ment 
OE these 24 charged him with 


making false entries in reports to the 
comptroller of the currency; 24 with 
causing to be made false entries in re- 
ports to the comptroller of the curren- 
cy; 24 with aiding and abetting in the 
making of false entries in reports to 
the comptroller of the currency, and 
one with misapplying funds of the Na- 
tional Banking association. 


"In his charge to the jury yesterday 


afternoon Judge Biiffington directed 
that White be found not guilty of mis- 
applying tho fund", or of making or 
cansing to be made false eitries in the 
reports, but left the other 24 counts 
with the jury. In every one of these 
24 counts the jury returned a verdict 
of guilty. 


"Had White been acquitted he would 


have been re-arrested before he could 
have left the court room. A constable 
from Alderman McMasters' offiae has 
been attending the trial all week, with 
a warrant in his pocket lor White's ar- 
rest on a charge preferred by the cash- 
ier of the German National Bank of 
Allegheny. 
Last September, before 


the Hyndman bank was closed up, but 
while it was in difficulties with the 
comptroller of the currency, White 
came to Pittsbnrg, it is alleged, and 
was testified to during the trial just 
cloaed, and presented a letter of intro- 
duction to 
Cashier Helm, showing 


that he was vice p -esident of the Hynd- 
man bank and the principal owner of 
the institution. 
He presented, it IB 


claimed, a false report showing the 
condition of the bank to ba very good, 
that it had a surplus of 810,000 and 
that its capital stock was worth at 
the time 120. Ha also told Mr. Helm, 
it is said, that he was the owner of the 
Hyndman Bulletin, and after showing 
proofs, secured from the German Na- 
tional bank a loan on a note of the 
Bulletin Publishing Co. of Hyndman

pursued.

several years; but what the distric 
attorney wanted to know was who 
kept the poolroom.

Boanerges did not seem to know, no 
did anybody else in the district attor 
ney's office. But the sleuth from Taxai 
pocketed his S600, all the same, and h 
is now supplied with hair oil and a 
bowie knife, and this, with his six 
shooter in fine repair, he is now read; 
for any other such profitable engage 
ment as he has just completed in New 
York.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—The people of 


the United States have a strenuous 
president in the White House, and he 
also is a very costly proposition when 
yon come to count the dollars he has 
cost the taxpayers of the country since 
he entered the mansion of the chief ex- 
ecutive of the nation. Aside from the 
half a million dollars it has cost to re- 
pair and refurnish the building during 
the pail year, the cost of maintaining 
the establishment has increased enor- 
mously. There was $65,000 spent on a 
presidential office building, directly to 
the west of the White House, and mem- 
bers of congress who have expressed 
an opinion of it say that it look's like a 
stable. It certainly is about the "or- 
neriest" looking affair for the office of 
the chief executive of a great nation to 
have cost so much money that any man 
ever saw. On first beholding it nearly 
every man says to himself that if that 
cheese box cost 165,000, then some man 
certainly got in his graft good and 
bard. Then there are other expsndi- 
tures that the people of the country 
never heard of in connection 
with 


Roosevelt's short occupancy of the 
White House. There has been an in- 
crease in the running expenses of the 
White House, since the Roosevelt ad- 
vent, of over $25,000 a year; new fur- 
niture and fittings for tha "Mayflower" 
(the president's yacht) over $100,000; 
the cost of keeping the "Mayflower'' 
in commission for two months last 
year, about $15,000; repairs and refit- 
ting the "Mayflower" last year, about 
834,000; repairs and refitting the "May- 
flower" this year, about 830,000. All 
this with the half million dollars spent 
at the White House makes approxi- 
mately about 8750,000 that the strenu- 
ous president has cost the taxpayers 
of the country more than he or any 
man in his position should have cost 
them.

Endurance and Carrying Power the 


Only Good Traits In Cameli. 


A-t we have racers and cart borses, 


BO the Arabs and the natives of north- 
eastern Africa have breeds of camels 
severally adapted for riding and for] 
carrying burdens. It Is to the fast rid- 
ing and racing camels that the name 
dromedary alone applies, so that this 
term—the Greek equivalent of "racer" 
—Indicates merely a breed and not a 
particular species. 


All the camels of Arabia and Africa, 


as well as those employed in India, be- 
long to the single humped species, 
which is a lightly built and long limbed 
animal in comparison with its double 
humped relati.e, the Bactrian camel of 
central Asia. Not improbably some of 
the herds of the latter species which 
are found in the neighborhood of the 
Gobi desert are the descendants of 
aboriginally wild animals, but the 
Arabian camel is quite unknown In a 
wild state, and we are even Ignorant 
of its birthplace, although it Is quite 
likely that this may have been north 
Africa or the neighborhood of the Ara- 
bian desert 
For traversing desert 


tracts camels are absolutely Indispen- 
sable. 
Their broad cushlonlike hoofs 


proclaim them essentially animals of 
the desert, and a camel Is absolutely 
helpless on a wet and slippery Inclined 
road. 


As if conscious that man cannot do 


without them, camels are some of the 
worst tempered and 111 natured brutes 
in creation, and, save for their en 
durance and tue heavy loads they can 
carry, no one has a good word to say 
in tiieir favor. 
If a camel can bite a 


mounted traveler whom he may be 
passing in :i narrow road, he will neve 
fail to avail himself of the opportunity 
and the bubbling noise made by a 
"mast" camel at night will destroy th 
rest of an entire camp.—London Illus 
tratec' News.

deaths are more liable lo be men than 
women. Mr. So-and-so tell dead on the 
street or in bis office while writing let- 
ters or preparing a sermon or doing 
something or other. "Found Dead In 
His Room" Is becoming a very com- 
mon headline. These deaths are hard- 
ly ever accounted for. Generally some- 
thing Is said about the' heart —some 
vague Insinuation that the heart was 
not acting in a proper manner—but, as 
a rule, no explanation which is really 
rational Is furnished. 


It Is a well known fact that the heart 


Is a muscle. If the muscles of the body 
are allowed to become flabby, the heart 
also becomes flabby. A flabby heart 
may be trusted to pump Me blood 
through the system ordimiri'f, >>»"t a 
sudden fright or emergency, a » ulden 
expenditure of energy, as in running 
up steps or any other unusual exercise, 
is liable to overpower the heart. 
It 


suddenly stops, and the man falls dead. 


Tobacco tends to produce a flabby 


heart; whisky tends to produce en- 
largement of the heart: lazy, indolent 
habits weaken the heart and thin the 
ventricles. That man who Indites edi- 
torials, dictates letters, but takes no 
muscular exercise, is In danger of fall- 
Ing dead. The life Insurance man bet- 
ter steer clear of him. It ifc of vastly 
more importance to know what his hab- 
its are with reference to physical exer- 
cise than to know whether bis grand- 
mother died of heart disease or his 
grandfather had rheumatism. The doc- 
tor might a great deal better interview 
his wife and discover how the man be- 
haves himself than to examine the 
blood for microbes or the urine for 
urate crystals. 


If a man must be strenuous, let him 


be strenuous all round. He should take 
a little strenuous physical exercise ev- 
ery day as well as strenuous mental 
work. It is even dangerous to neglect 
to take daily physical exercise. Fatty 
degeneration is killing more men today 
than is smallpox.—Medical Talk.
